portunities. Mississippi 
river 
people 
should be as anxious as anybody for 
the improvement of th*' stream that 
will give the Father of Waters

greater portion of its commerce.

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VHI.—Forestry and Reforesta­ 
tion. 
J I E value of the forest In Itself 
and In its relation to the wel­ 
fare of humanity In general 
has doubtless long attracted 
the attention of thoughtful men. Rec­ 
ords of Hie fact are not wanting even 
in the ancient classics. 
It is even 
claimed for the old time Jews that they 
had forest regulations. 
In western 
Europe, however, for a long time men 
and trees seem to have stood in the 
position of natural rivals. In times ct 
peace as the population waxed the for­ 
est retreated. When by decimation and 
continuous war the people perished, the 
forests resumed their earlier sway and 
covered 
the 
abandoned 
fields 
and 
homos of men. Indeed, as affording 
opportunity for the chase forests were 
by the rulers of the earth sometimes 
more highly esteemed than peoples and 
towns. All earlier government regula­ 
tions preserved or established forests 
simply as a covert for the wild beasts. 
For whatever of native forests exists 
in England and western Europe gener* 
ally we are doubtless indebted to the 
hunting instinct strongly developed In 
the hearts of the old time kings and 
princes. The Norman kings of Eng­ 
land, as every schoolboy knows, were 
notorious for activity in this sport. 
SlK-nv< od forest is probably part of the 
prehistoric woods of Britain preserved 
for purposes of tile chase through all 
the centuries. New forest was new by 
order of William the Norman. A cu! 
ti va ted country became a royal bunting 
ground and, iii fact, remained so d >v.n 
to the year IS-"»T. The very royalty of 
the woods, however, operated at length 
to thoTl* disadvantage. 
They shared 
the fortunes of monarchy and flourish­ 
ed or decayed with the strength or 
feebleness of succeeding kings. A pow­ 
erful monarch protected his property; 
p. weaker sovereign lost It. Thus the 


moving inward at about the rate of 
sixteen feet per year. 
Those dunes 
have been covered with a forest of 
pines and are today the seat of an In­ 
dustry, a forest industry, giving em­ 
ployment to thousands of people. One 
cannot but admire the energy with 
which such adverse conditions are ov» r 
come. The Frenchman is staggered by 
no difficulty. 
Nothing is impracticable 
with him. 
if by the blunders of the 
past the mountains are coming down 
upon him, he forthwith sets out to re 
habilitate the mountains und bind the 
sources of tho river; if the sands tossed 
up by the waves threaten him with en 
tombment he plants the dunes W i t t 
appropriate vegetation and makes of 
them not a windbreak only of Interior 
fields, but a breakwater to the en­ 
croachments of the ocean. 
Docs tho 
mistral plague his southern provinces, 
vex his orchards and blight his olive 
yards, lie plants forests across tile path 
of the north wind and so restores the 
old time conditions of moisture aud 
climate. If in all these matters men of 
the next century are wiser and more 
fortunate than we, it will In a large 
measure be owing to the farreaching 
experimentations now* in progress on 
the mountains and In the river valleys 
of France. 
In Germany iystematic investigation 
of some of these problems began a lit­ 
tle earlier than in France, and to Ger­ 
many, as it seems, belongs the credit 
of establishing the first schools of ar­ 
boriculture In the world. Several such 
schools were set up in the Harz moun­ 
tains in 1772. Today a chair of forest­ 
ry is found in almost every university 
In the German empire, and more than 
4,500 men are engaged in the adminis­ 
tration of the German forests. 
There 
were a few years since twenty German 
periodicals devoted to forestry inter­ 
ests only. In addition to all this, there 
are separate schools for forestry where 
nothing else is attempted but the prep­ 
aration of candidates for administra­ 
tive work among the woods and trees. 
AI lout ten yonis of such preparatory 
service are required, five In study, five 
in practice work. 
German foresters of course have their 
own problems. 
Some are of great mo­ 
ment. but tho author knows of none at 
present as farreaching as are sonic of 
those cited in France. 
The Germans 
bad more to start with. 
Today it is 
the chief duty of the German forest 
administration to maintain the forests 
as they now stand. 
Nevertheless it is 
the ultimate policy of the German gov­ 
ernment to bring under other forms of 
culture all lands susceptible of such 
treatment, not reducing the wooded 
area indeed, but gradually shifting it

thing more than woodman, and forestry 
is something more than tile care of the 
woods. Forestry is applied knowledge. 
It is the practical application of all 
that we know of botany, geology, me­ 
teorology. Besides this, it is a branch 
of economics and concerns what ive 
call social science. It includes all these 
things. 
No greater problem today ex­ 
ists in either philanthropy or science.

If we were to rec kon up the estab­ 
lishments In which artistic 
pottery 
is made in the United 
States 
we 
should find as many as tem enterprises. 
This does not inc lude painters of pot­ 
tery or porcelain 
which 
has 
been 
bought ready made* and Ared, says an 
exchange. 
A great deal of that sort 
of work is done; 
persons 
who are 
skillful in the art of painting of flow­ 
ers and in the intervention of deco­ 
rative patterns will buy 
bowls 
und 
vases of French porcelain und paint 
upon these, as upon paned or paper, 
with pleasing results; but at present 
we are not considering these in con­ 
nection with the making of decorative 
pottery. 
The other potter is he who 
makes his vessel complete, with a view 
to the subsequent decoration, and dec­ 
orates it afterwards, with a view to 
its make; holding both processes in 
his own hands. 
The1 complex charac­ 
ter of the paste used by some potters, 
and the tendency in all cases away 
from the simpler work of old times 
with natural clay, used nearly as cirl 
ginally found, has caused in America.

HE value of the forest In itself 
and in its relation to the wel­ 
fare of hum anity in general 
has doubtless long attracted 
the attention of thoughtful men. Rec­ 
ords of the fact are not wanting even 
iii the ancient classics. 
It is even 
claimed for the old tim e Jew s th a t they 
laid forest regulations. 
In western 
Europe, however, for a long time men 
and trees seem to have stood in the 
position of natural rivals. Iii lim es oY 
peace as the population waxed the for­ 
est retreated. When by decimation and 
continuous w ar the people perished, the 
forests resumed their earlier sway and 
covered 
tho 
abandoned 
fields 
and 
homes of men. Indeed, as affording 
opportunity for the chase forests were 
by the rulers of the earth sometimes 
more highly esteemed than peoples and 
towns. All earlier government regula­ 
tions preserved or established forests 
simply as a covert for the wild beasts. 
For whatever of native forests exists 
iii England and western Europe gener* 
ally we are doubtless indebted to the 
hunting instinct strongly developed in 
the hearts of the old time kings and 
princes. The Norman kings of Eng­ 
land, as every schoolboy knows, were 
notorious for activity in this sport. 
SIK i n i od forest is probably part of the 
prehistoric woods of Britain preserved 
for purposes of the chase through all 
the centuries. New forest was new by 
order of William the Norman. A en! 
fixated country became a royal hunting 
ground and, in fact, remained so U *v, u 
to the year ISAT. The very royalty of 
the woods, however, operated at length 
to their disadvantage. 
They shared 
the fortunes of monarchy and flourish­ 
ed or decayed with the strength or 
feebleness of succeeding kings. A pow­ 
erful monarch protected bis property; 
a weaker sovereign lost i t Thus the 
celebrated ordinance of 1GSD, elaborat­ 
ed by Colbert and Louis XIV., was ex­ 
pected to correct abuses that during 
the supremacy of weaker sovereigns 
had almost ruined the royal domain. 
Of course, the overthrow of monarchy 
under these conditions jeopardized the 
very existence of the forest. According­ 
ly we are not surprised that the Puri­ 
tan revolution in England left a greatly 
reduced wooded area in that country, 
and across the channel the notorious 
French revolution vented its rage espe­ 
cially on the royal forests, on groves, 
on parks of castles, chateaux, wher­ 
ever a privileged class had up to that 
tin e been the conservators of large es- 
fates and widesprcadiug wooded re­ 
gions. 
However, all this is happily now long 
past. All men are wiser. Not only ore 
forests now preserved and cared for in 
nearly all the principal countries of Eu­ 
rope, but their value is rightly esteemed 
by everybody. 
W hether the property 
of king or people, no one nowaday? 
would think of their destruction or ob 
literation. 
Forests in Europe, as of yore, are 
largely the property of the government, 
r« public, kingdom or empire,* but they 
are no longer regarded as instrum ents 
of oppression. 
Frnnce has now one oi 
ti e most complete systems of forest 
management in the world and has in 
later years accomplished wonders ic 
restoring her provinces to the fortunate 
condition of earlier times. 
Since the 
establishment at Naples of a school of 
forestry in 1827 the application of gen­ 
uine scientific treatm ent in the whole 
forest problem bas been in France more 
varied and extensive than anything else 
in the world. 
Germany, as we shall 
see, has a much larger organization, 
but the problem in the fatherland was 
much less complex. In general we may 
say that in France the whole forest 
question is in review. 
For instance. 
France has undertaken the reforesta­ 
tion of ber mountains. The movement 
beg&u in 1SG2 by the passage of laws 
making large appropriations for this 
purpose. In the accomplishment of the 
work something like $10,000,000 has 
since been expended, and the task is 
only about half completed. 
Eight mil- 
1,on acres of tillable land were threat­ 
en'd with destruction, and to avert the 
impending calamity it was necessary 
i> plant with trees more than 800,000 
lores cf mountain side. 
In Gascony a 
hundred years ago the whole region be^ 
tween the Gironde and the Adore was 
swept by the west wind coming in from 
t.ie A ttent:' 
\ ast sand dunes extend 
cd fur miles and miles along the west 
em coart < ■ France and were s’ov h 
bury in j the tidbit* aud habitable Urn: 


moving iuwnrd at about the rate of 
sixteen feet per year. 
Those dunes 
have been covered with a forest of 
pines and are today the scat of an in­ 
dustry, a forest industry, giving em­ 
ployment to thousands of people. One 
cannot but adm ire the energy with 
which such adverse conditions are over­ 
come. The Frenchm an Is staggered by 
no difficulty. Nothing is impracticable 
with him. 
If by the blunders of the 
past the mountains are coming down 
upon him, he forthw ith sets out to re 
habilitate the m ountains aud bind the 
sources of the river; if the sands tossed 
up by the waves threaten him with en 
tombment he plants the dunes Witt 
appropriate vegetation and makes of 
them not a windbreak only of interior 
fields, but a breakw ater to the en­ 
croachments of the ocean. 
Docs the 
mistral plague his southern provinces, 
vex his orchards and blight his olive 
yards, he plants forests across the path 
of the north wind and so restores the 
old time conditions of moisture aud 
climate. If In all these m atters men of 
the next century are wiser and more 
fortunate than we, it will in a large 
measure he owing to the farreaching 
experim entations now in progress on 
the m ountains and in the river valleys 
of France. 
In Germany system atic investigation 
of some of these problems began a lit­ 
tle earlier than in France, and to Ger­ 
many, as it seems, belongs the credit 
of establishing the first schools of a r­ 
boriculture in the world. Several such 
schools were set up in the Ilarz moun­ 
tains in 1772. Today a chair of forest­ 
ry is found in almost every university 
in the German empire, and more than 
4,500 men are engaged in the adm inis­ 
tration of the German forests. 
There 
were a few years since tw enty German 
periodicals devoted to forestry inter­ 
ests only. In addition to all this, there 
ore separate schools for forestry where 
nothing else is attem pted but the prep­ 
aration of candidates for adm inistra­ 
tive work among the woods and trees. 
About ten years of such preparatory 
service are required, five in study, five 
in practice work. 
German foresters of course have their 
own problems. 
Some ore of great mo­ 
ment. but the author knows of none at 
present as farreaching as are some of 
those cited in France. 
The Germans 
had more to start with. 
Today it Is 
the chief duty of the German forest 
adm inistration to m aintain the forests 
os they now stand. 
Nevertheless it is 
the ultim ate policy of the German gov­ 
ernm ent to bring under other forms of 
culture all lauds susceptible of such 
treatm ent, not reducing the wooded 
area indeed, but gradually shifting it 
so that eventually only such lands will 
be occupied with trees as are practi­ 
cally valuable for no other crop. And 
yet the extent of the forest is not to be 
diminished. Of course in such manage­ 
ment there will alw ays be respect to 
climatic and erosional possibilities. Ev­ 
ery forest in Germany is accurately 
mapped. In the working plans of those 
in charge of any wood every tree is 
note<l and recorded. Tilluk of 7,000,000 
acres of woodland cared for with ex­ 
actitude such as that! 
Small wonder 
that the forests of Germany are a 
source of constant and considerable 
revenue to the imperial government. 
In 1805 the cost of adm inistration in 
the German forest Is stated at $1.32 
per acre, the Income at $2.63. On 7,000,- 
000 acres this will be quite a consid­ 
erable item in the kaiser’s budget 
No American who has not witnessed 
It can form any conception of w hat it 
Is to see a forest in order. To walk in 
the shadow of great trees by self ap­ 
pointed paths, to see beeches and oaks 
and firs and pines luxuriating at their 
best and yet all perfect each support­ 
ing but none destroying the other, none 
fallen, none distorted or dying and, 
best of all, none consumed with fire, is 
I an experience like to that of an artist 
! in a splendid painted hall. The w riter 
i once saw an oak two or three feet in 
j diam eter felled in the forest by the 
Rhine. The tree was taken down piece­ 
meal. Not a sapling was injured in its 
I fall. 
There was no stump. 
The saw­ 
yers cut a little below the surface of 
the ground. 
From the scene of action 
a temporary iron tram w ay was laid to 
the regular avenue of exit, and so the 
. logs were safely and quickly moved 
j out of sight. When all was done, there 
; was left on the ground not a chip, not 
so much as a twig. 
The stum p itself, 


I if such it may be called, was buried 
I In the soil and so left to decay. 
The German method of treatm ent is 
different from that practiced in some 
I other countries—England, for instance. 
In England the natural forest is all cut 
at once, the grounds then reset or re- 
j planted with seed. 
In Germany the 
. object seems to be to keep the forest 
as such always in practically the same 
| condition. 
The removal and constant 
renewal of native trees are scarcely at 
all noticeable. 
The woods are mixed in character, 
and replanting goes on all the time, 
chiefly from nurseries. 
In Austria the forestry methods are 
largely those of Germany; in Switzer 
land they are those of France. 
Forest 
denudation has already in many places 
1 almost ruined the Swiss mountains and 
, has covered tho fertile valleys with 
’ glacial debris. 
The French method of 
experiment is exactly in line with the 


I Swiss necessity.

something of the same sort. Her moun­ 
tains and stream s everywhere show the 
results of thousands of years of mis­ 
management. lie r forestry school is at 
Milton’s Vnllombrosa, a locality In 
beauty fortunately still worthy of the 
poet’s praise. But the progress of eco­ 
nomic reform iu Italy is still discourag­ 
ingly slow. 
The illustrations we have cited have 
brought to us some conception of mod­ 
ern forestry, may even enable us per­ 
chance to fram e a definition of tho 
word. 
Forestry is really a branch of 
agriculture, field culture in the broader 
acceptation of the term.

Forestry, as we un 
derstand it, Is a science which con­ 
cerns itself with world culture, an art 
which teaches the proper use of the 
earth as an abode for civilized and en­ 
lightened men. 
The forester is some­ 
thing more than woodman, and forestry 
is something more than tile care of the 
woods. Forestry is applied knowledge. 
It is the practical application of all 
th at we know of botany, geology, me­ 
teorology. Besides this, it is a branch 
of economics and concerns w hat we 
call social science. It includes all these 
things. 
No greater problem today ex­ 
ists in either philanthropy or science.

In your letter you make 
certain specific charges against Dr. 
Crum, tending to show his unfitness 
In several respects 
for 
the 
office 
sought. 
These charges are entitled 
to the utm ost consideration from me 
and I shall go over them carefully he 
fore taking any a.'lion. 
After making 
these charges you add as a further 
reason for opposition to him that In? 
Is a colored man. and after reciting 
th e misdeeds that 
followed carpet­ 
b a g rule and negro domination In 
South Carolina, 
you say that “We 
have sworn never again to subm it to 
“th e rule of the African, and such an 
appointm ent as that of Dr. Crum to 
any such office forces us to protest 
unanimously against this insult to the 
white blood," and you add that you 
understood me to say that I would 
never force a negro on such a com­ 
munity as yours. 
Mr. ------------- puts 
the objection of color first, saying: 


Concerned and Pained. 
"First, he is a colored man. and that 
of Itself ought to bar him from the 
office. ’ 
In view of these last state­ 
ments I think I ought to m ake clear 
to you why I am concerned and pain­ 
ed by your 
making them 
and what 
my attitude is as regards all 
such 
appointm ents: 
How any 
one could 
have gained the 
idea that I had said 
I would not appoint reputable aud up 
right colored men to olllce when ob­ 
jection was made wholly to them on 
account of their color, I confess I am 
wholly unable to understand. 
At the 
tim e cf my visit to Charleston last 
spring I had made and since That tine 
I have made a number of such ap 
pointm ents 
from 
several states in 
which there is a considerable colored 
population. 
For example, I made out 
such appointm ent in Mississippi and 
another in Alabama, shortly before 
my visit to Charleston. 
I had at that 
tim e appointed tv’o colored men as 
judicial m agistrates in the District of 
Columbia. 
I have recently announced 
another such appointment for New 
Orleans and have inst made one from 
Pennsylvania. 
The great majority of 
my appointm ents in every state have 
been of white men. 
North and south 
alike it has been 
my sedulous en 
deavor to appoint only men of high 
character and good capacity, whether 
w hite or black. 
But it has been my 
consistent policy in every state whore 
their num bers w arranted it to recog 
Mize colored men of good repute and 
standing in making appointm ents to 
office. 
These appointm ents of colored 
men have in no state made more than 
ii small proportion of the total mini 
ber of appointments. 
I am unable to 
see how I eau legitimately be asked 
to make an exception for South Caro 
Hun. 
In South Carolina, to the four 
most important positions In the state 
I have appointed throe men and eon 
tinned in office a fourth, all of them 
white men—three of them originally 
gold D em ocrats—two of them, as 
f.m informed, th ' s f'n* of Confederate 
soldiers,

a nigh grade of public service. 


Will Not Appoint Unfit Men. 
I do not intend to appoint any antu 
man lo office. 
So far as I legitimately 
can I shall always endeavor to pay 
legard to the wishes and feelings of 
th e people of each locality, but I can 
not consent to take the position that 
the door of hope— the door of oppor 
tunity—is to be shut upon any man 
no m atter how worthy, purely upon 
the grounds of race or color, 
Sin 
an attitude would, according to my 
convictions, he fundamentally wrong 
lf. as you hold, the great bulk of the 
colored people are not yet tit In point 
of character and influence to hold 
such positions, it seems to 
It Is worth while putting a 
upon 
the 
effort 
among 
achieve Hie character and 
which will tit them. 
The 
question 
of 
"negro 
tton" docs not enter into the nuiftt 
at all. 
It might as well he answered 
that when I was governor of N« 
York I sought to biing about negro 
domination in that state because I at' 
pointed 
two 
colored men of good 
character and standing to responsible 
ooRjtions—one of them to a position 
faying a salary twice as large as that 
paid in the offit o now 
under ronald 
eratinn—one of them as a director of 
th e Buffalo exposition. 
T he question 
raised by you and Mr. ------- ■— in the 
statem ents which I refer is simply 
w hether it is to he declared that im 
der no circumstances shall any man 
of color, no m atter how upright and 
honest, no m atter how good a citizen 
no m atter how fair in his dealings 
with all his fellow;, be permitted to 
hold any office under our government. 
I certainly cannot assume sin Ii an af 
tltude. and you must p* inuit me to 
say that in my view It is an attitude 
no man should assume, w hether he 
looks at it from the standpoint of the 
true interest of the white man of the 
south or of the colored men of the 
south, not to speak of any other sec 
tton of the Union.

This does not include painters of pot 
tery or porcelain 
which

bought ready-made and fired, says an 
exchange. 
A great deal of that sort 
of work is done; 
persons 
who 
are 
skillful in the art of painting of flow­ 
ers and in the Intervention of deco­ 
rative patterns will buy 
bowls 
ami 
vases of French porcelain and paint 
upon these, as upon panel or paper, 
with pleasing results; but at present 
we are not considering these in con­ 
nection with the* making of decorative* 
pottery.

tains In 1772. 
Today a chair of forest 
ry is found in almost every university 
in the G erm an empire, and more than 
4.500 men are engaged in the adm inis­ 
tration of the Germ an forests.

periodicals devoted to forestry inter­ 
ests only.

All earlier governm ent reguln- j 
tions preserved or established forests 
simply as a covert for the wild beasts, j 
For what over of native forests exists ; 
in England and w estern Europe gener­ 
ally we are doubtless indebted to the ;I 
hunting Instinct strongly developed in 
the hearts of the old time kings and! 
princes. 
The Norman kings of E ng­ 
land, as every schoolboy knows, were 
notorious for activity in this siw>rt. 
Shenvi od forest is probably part of the 
prehistoric woods of Britain preserved 
for puri>oses of the chase through all 
the centuries. New forest w as new by 
order of William the Norman. A cu! 
tivnted country became a royal hunting 
ground and, in fact, rem ained so d »*,vi» 
to the year 1S57.
